Osmosis, Diffusion And Col- 
loids Iniporiant Phenonicna 

Among the many pliyj^lcu! idienoni' 
• nil conn<'i;ted wllli Idolof-'y arc those 
diCfu.-^iun, oi!nio.'»i.s .ind colloid forni- 
ulion; those processes were deiilt with 
by IJr. AV. Howies, of Macduiiald Col- 
lege, In his address at the I^byelcs 
Colloquium yesterday afternoon, on 
the relation between the two sciences. 

JJltfuslon in II wpll-kn(/uii pliyslciil 
phonoinrnon «lilcli playM an iniportunt 
l);irf In the jirorpss of photo-synthcsia 
In tlie le.'Lvea of planlii. In this process, 
carbon dioxide and water urc convert- 
ed into far more complex substances 
BURh ns »ui;iir, starch nnd others. In 
order that pliolo-.«yntlic»!K may ko on, 
11 is nocct'-'rary thai the carbon dioxide 
coinc into contact Willi the chIoroi)hylI 
or green colorlng-matlcr in the leaves. 
This it docs by dlffuslni; through 
"slomuta", which are very small open- 
ings, in the wall of the leaf. The rate 
of diffusion is surprisingly high 
uniountiiig to about 90% of that 
thruui^'h a single opening the size of 
the loaf. 

OsniuKlK Ik somewhat related to dif- 
fusion, in facti It is the name given to 
the diffusion, through porous mem- 
branes, of liquida of various kinds. 
Due to the early work of Pfefter who 
tlcvlscd methods of measuring osmotic 
pressure, ;ind to that of viin t Jloff, 
who gave nialliomallcal lntcrpr('l;illons 
of rtcffcr'.-j results, it M'a-: found that 
th* laws of osmosis were closely re- 
lated to those of pressure in gases. 
J-fowever, somo substances, such as 
glue and a llmnien, do not follow the 
laws al'OM', the pi nfiturr-.s ohi'ci'vod for 
OsmoBlH Iri'in;,- loo low These j'ub- 
stances wore called colloids. It Is to 
th« properties uf colloids that a large 
number of the properfra of living 
organisniK arc due. On account of the 
lineness of the particles of tho colloid

AT THE INSTIGATION of David Lewis, promiriçnt Laborite, 
a band of college socialists sang the Internationale to the 
accompaniment of loud booing from the loyal citizens of the 
campus. I'crsistcnt .snowball hurling demonstrated 'the audiences 
disapproval of most of the sentiments expressed by the various 
speakcns stieking support at yesterday afternoon's mass meeting 
oil the .steps of the Art.s Building. Loud cries of "Cut it short" 
and "I'm hungry" showed a deplorable lack of interest in politics. 
The meeting wa.s called for the purpoHc of attracting a large 
audience at Monday nights .session of the Mock Parliament in 
the Union. 

Conservative estimates placed the crowd at tiircc hundred 
but the Opposition claimed the support was much .more Liberal. 
Cars .iammed the way so that students could scarcely get away, 
and photographers eagerly snapped vicw.s of the 'unprecedented 
political demonstration before the grave of James JMcGill. Fresh- 
men and co-eds were particularly in evidence ^d furnished 
plenty of sotto voce remarks about the long-winicdncss of the 
various speakers. In general they showed themsllvcs as "agin 
the Government". i

"Classical theories and principles of 
economic structure aro today being 
modified by the disproportionate in- 
creases In marketing ns compared 
with manufacturing cosLs" alleged S. 
J. Goodman In his paper dcllvprcd to 
the Kcononilcs Chib la.^t iilçht. To- 
gether with R. W. Uecketl, Goodman 
dealt with tho subject of 'Ttocenl 
Trends In Marketing" with Its relation 
to modern society. Dr. l.encock end 
Professor Hcmmcon were present to 
discuss tho question. 

n. W. ncckctt was the first to 
speak, discussing the actual market- 
ing conditions as they c.\tst today. 
Hand-to-mouth buying was the first 
head under which he spoke. This be- 
came prcvallent In modern industry 
Just after tho crisis In ISÎl when pro- 
ducers became panic stricken: es- 
pecially was this employed In Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation. It is not a 
stabilizing influence as it increases 
tho Independence of single Industries. 
Producers' Associations Popular 

"Of tho co-operative marketing 
employed in this continent tho pro- 
ducers' associations have provtKl much 
more popular than consumers' ", he 
continued. The economics of this arc 
sound, because competition, on as- 
.surcd average price for Roods force 
producers to combine: while tho ef- 
ficiency of the existing department 
stores would leave but a small gain 
tor cooperative consumers' assocla- 
tlon.s. 

Amongst other licnda of marketing 
today, the speaker outlined five. Goods 
have seldom been sold directly .froin 
producer to consumer except wlicn the 
product is l>clng introduced. Beckett 
was of the opinion that this mode of 
.sales would increase in the future. 
Clsars, jewelhy and furniture have 
often been put on llie in.ii'uH tliroush 
tho medium of mail orders, tlio best 
example being that of Sears, Itoebuck

Dr. v. If. aaric Speaks on 
Master 'Workman at 
Mechanics Institute 



(Special to McGIlI Dally) ', 

I'hiladelphia, Penn. Pcb. 5 — Thomas 
.S. Gates, president of Pennsylvania, 
h.'Ls announced that drastic changes 
wilt be made In connection with the 
entire uthlclic system of that univers- 
ity, as the result of a recent survey 
of prevailing conditions. The chief 
aim of these changes Is to eliminate 
the over-empliasis now laid on com- 
pctlllvo Ki)orls. 

Thu changes go Into effect at once. 
There will bo no nihlollc training 
tables In future, spring football prac 
tico Is eliminated, the present council 
on athletic control Is abolished, .all 
coaches will be Instalk.l ns faculty 
moMihcr.s, and all intercollegiate 
schedules will bo readjusted. 

The tru.slees and president will luUc 
full ruspunslbility for these drastic 
changes, staled Mr. Gates, by means 
uf a newly-crcnted department of 
Physical Kducatlon, This department 
win control nil uiilvorsll.v athletics, 
Intramural and extramural, and will 
supervl.>ji; the general health of tho 
undcrgrnduato body. The reduction uf 
Intersectional or intramural athletics 
is nlso being aimed at. 

Those measures will thus do nwuy 
with many of the prevailing practices 
and customs of American university 
allilnlics as II whole, and are :i dis- 
llncl i.diallènge to the whole allilellc 
sysfcni In Iho United hîlalcs. To JPi- 
GIII students, there Is nothing uf a 
startling nature In these changes, as 
In reality they are in the nature uf 
an adaptation ' or imitation of the 
syslem now in use nt this university.

"Josiah Wcdgewood revolutionized 
the poUery Industry. He introduced 
tho system of division of labour; ho 
Improved the designs and colours used; 
and he mado the form of his plates 
uniform", said Professor T. II. Clark 
Professor of Palaeontology at McGlll 
University, in his speech at the 
Mechanic's Institute last . night. 

Born in 1*30 of a family of potters, 
Josiah early showed marked ability 
for designing poltci^'. 'When he left 
school nt the age of nine, he worked 
in tho pottery-works of his brother 
Ho showed an aptitude for "throwin 
that is, designing. But, a year or two 
later, he was stricken with small-pox, 
aiid, although he recovered, one of his 
knees was permanently disabled. This 
forced him to give up his work as a 
thrower, and his work aliout tho fac 
tory became more general. Thus he 
gained much valuable experience in all 
branches of the trade. 

Worked With Wheeldon 

At the age of nineteen, after finish 
Ing his apprenticeship, he became 1 
partner of Thomas AVhceldon, who 
was even then an established . potior, 
One of ' the clauses of the agreement 
was that ^Vcdgewood should bo allow- 
ed to 'perform experiments In secret 
and U'heeldon's regard for the young 
man I.s shown by the fact that this 
clause was allowed to stand. The busi 
ness flourished for several years, but 
tho partnership came to an end five 
years later. Then he decided to set up 
fur himself, and hired a small factory. 
Ho had only a few workmen Jn hla 
factory, and even worked there him 
self. 

At thai tlinc, there was no division 
of labour in tlie pottery works. For n

Claim Actions of Police Give 
Advertising to Com- 
munists 

'I am not a Communist," declared 
Professor Kugeno A, Forsey, of the 
KconomlcB Department, when Inter- 
Icwcd yesterday regarding the discus- 
sion of free .speorb which started In 
Toronto and has been carried on In 
tho correspondence columns of the 
Montreal Gaxctte. Professor V. R. 
Scott, of tho Law Facully, who under- 
took to defend tho rights of free 
speech in a letter to the Gaietto and 
was answered by Chief I.an«evln who 
supported Iho .attllndo of the police, 
refused to make any slatonienl yes- 
tordaj', 

"The Fellowship of Reconclll.atlon," 
said Professor Forsey, "began In Eng- 
land, and nt prcont ha.s Its lio.Tdqn.ir- 
ters In Vienna. Its aim la to promote 
peaco and concord between nations 
and cla.'fcs. Tho Toronto branch of 
this organlzntlon has as Its leaders 
Drs. S. Blend and Richard Roberts, 
heads of Ch,i»tlan sects, and Rabbi 
Blscndrath, head of one of Toronto's 
largest synagogues. These men ■wish- 
ed to establish a People's Fornm in 
Toronto similar to that In Montreal. 
Tho first debate In this Forum was to 
have been on the subject of Communv 
Ism. 

Police Interfere 

"It was the selection of this subject 
which led to tho Interference of the 
Toronto police. The professors at 
\'arsily who voted against the action 
of the police were not protesting: 
against tho police's methods, but at 
the suppressing of a pacifist organiza- 
tion." 

Professor Forsey declared that what 
constitutes sedition has never been 
clearly defined. In the English- Draft 
Criminal Code, , it is mentioned as

The activities of the company are 
divided into two categories, tliose of 
ISslales and 'rrust. Their work is 
done in twenty-ono depannients by 
.about five hundred cmplo.veos In of- 
fices taking up six stories In two 
buildings, 'rho company' was founded 
by such great men as Lord Shaugh- 
nc.-isy, sir Robert Van Home, ajul 
other men of tho period who. the 
banks at the time not being able to 
h.aiidio tho business, started the trust 
primarily to administrate iheir huge 
estates.

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The Storm iMovcs East 

It has been the experience of Toronto 
thai ne\v.-ji)ai)er.s become most quickly vi- 
olent when dealing witli a free-speech is- 
sues. Hysteria creeps in, and before sane 
measures can be taken headlines appear, 
charges are made and refuted with each 
.succeeding edition and the whole thing 
.soon develops into one of the numerous 
rows for wliich Toronto is justly famous. 
It is to be hoped that Montreal, if the pre- 
sent commur.ist-free-spcecli issue is taken 
up, will retain some semblance of dignity 
and conduct the discussion without sen- 
sationalism. 

As was noted in these columns re- 
cently the Toronto .-md Boston methods of 
dealing with radical meetings have spread 
to Montreal. We hold no brief for the Com- 
munists, but we do think that citizens of 
(his city can emplo.<' their time in better 
ways than in writing lonp letters to the 
down-town ]ircss commending two hun- 
dred police foi- arresting a handful of pro- 
bably harmless persons. 

It seems to have grown into a cannon 
of police department law that all radical 
meetings are offences against good order 
and that the peace can only be restored by 
breaking heads, by driving around the city 
in clanging "Black Maria.s" and by com- 
mitting the chief offenders to goal. Ac- 
cording to authentic reports the meeting 
in qucs'iion was orderly enough through- 
out; there was no sedition in the prelimin- 
ary .-^peechc.^, and in the address which 
broke up the gathering there was no more 
harshness against the government than is 
considered essential to good politics. But 
the speakers were not politicians of good 
standing. They happened to be profesFing 
Communists, so eighteen of them were 
loaded into the four waiting conveyances 
and taken for a noisy ride to the cells. 

But our concern is not with the facts 
of the case. These ain be argued before a 
judge. The thing of interest to us is that 
u J\kGill professor, not in any way sym- 
palhelic. v.-ith the Communists as such, but 
profc.^.--'ii'.' .1 Iciral interest in questions of 
free-speech for all, and being, to boot, an 
expert in constitutional law, ventured to 
addrc-s a '/'.nUj jimtest to the newspapers, 
whereupon ha received a long editorial re- 
l)ly, .supporting llic police and calling down 
.the usual big-paper anathema on rad- 
iais — particularly those of Communistic 
côlor. The leader pointed almost with pride 
to the persecutions in Toronto and in- 
dulged in n dig or two at the professors of 
the University of Toronto who had the 
temerity to disapprove vigorously of con- 
ditions in their city. 

The jjrevailing idea seems to be that 
the Communists are at the root of all evil 
-—the Gazette even says that the present 
social and political situation in England 
"owes its wor.'it features to the spread of 
communism iimongst trades unionists and 
others" which is a sweeping if not an in- 
accurate statement. It appears to those in 
charge of the iJolice that every word utter- 
ed by a communist is sedition and that 
their meetings ai"e dangerous and must be 
broken up even if several laws are violated 
concerning the freedom of the populace to 
meet. 

The idea behind the persecution is 
that the country must be protected from 
the blighting spread of uncomfortable doc- 
trines. The authorities seem to take no ac- 
count of the fact tliat, after all, down-right 
violent conimu>v'sm is pa.sso and that the 
possibility of infection is so remote as to 
be non-e.\istent. Thus, with no reason for 
breaking up a peaceful and non-seditious 
gathering it appears that the Montreal 
strong-arm riot squad is being used for 
uncon.stitutionai ))urpo.seP. 

Again we insist that we have no deep 
sympathy for communists as such, but we 
do contend that they have the right to 
iMeet and to say what they like, short of 
«P!»raition.

Inconsequential paganism of the ono— giving his 
Etogy. reasoning mind something tangible to grasp 
—and the pornography of tho oUier— appealing 
to his unsublimated and unsubllmatablo acxu.Vl in- 
stincts. Thus tho essence of Swinburne is, to the 
Philistine, paganl^m, and tho essence ot Joyce, oc- 
casional vulgarity. But the question; what first 
attracted tho Philistine to tlieso conspicuously un 
Philistine works? atlll remains, And to answer 
that wo must penetrate still more deeply Into tho 
unburnlshed passages of the Philistine mind, 

Th« Philistine does not care for art. docs not 
understand art. The crude pleasure which lie de 
rives from poetry could bo more easily and more 
fully gratified by other forms ot mcntol recrca 
tlon— Mah Jong, for Instance, or debating. Ho Is 
coropjetcly out of sympathy with tho alms of the 
artist, whoso creations are to him mero cerebra 
tion, whose philosophy Is mcnt.al nnd, hence, dee 
plcablc. the Jewelled tower of whose intellect. In 
dlscrlnilnato superciliousness, tho Indisguisable 
superiority of whoso mind, conscious arrogance 
Subconsciously tho phlllstino recognizes hlu Infer- 
iority to the artist, thus leaving a sorry gap In his 
othenvlso (to bim) perfect and rightly complacent 
ego. Consciously he does not recognize It, but. 
though Intuitive, It Is noveithcless powerfully mo- 
tivating, lie reads "Hortha" and "Dubllners" be- 
cause men whoto minds ho respects derive ob- 
vious and keen enjoyment from them. It ho falls 
to reclprocato his position as a man of intellect 
and culture, for which the Intelligent phillstlnc 
has an almost religious reverence, is In danger. 
These friends ot his, ho concludes, who share his 
own admiration for IJIlen Key and Karl Marx, 
must derive some similar typo of enjoyment from 
thcf^o other works. Thus ho looks for mundane 
purpo.-iQ In tho singing fire of "llertha", and pro- 
pngander in the classic beauty of "Dubllners". 

But, deaplto the incidontal Joy which such 
work gives him, the phlllstino will jilways, In his 
heart, hate the artlnt. lîo feels in that constant, 
tense strivinjr for beauty as Its own end. that ever- 
lasting hunt (or a loveliness not o( the earth, the 
retreat to and solitary watch fi'om tho Ivory tower, 
something alien to hini and -beyond him. All tho 
world-weaving and world-forgetting of noble minds 
—blind Homer wandering A'lslon-haunted on tho 
Grecian hills; Cervantes entertaining tho pagenlry 
of knighthood within the four, dark walls of his 
dungeon; Chaucer spreading out tho airas of Eng- 
land In his lonely room at Algnto with "Utile 
I^owis" iicrhaps perched wondci-ll.-ilenlno' on his 
l{nee:—nir means nothing to tho plillistlne. These 
men were dreamers (needing no stlmuious from 
without), lovers of ideas for tho sake ot idea.s, 
tossing them like a conjurer tossing bright balls. 
They saw lite from afar and told us what It was, 
mapped out tho great meaningless continents of 
existence and gave them a meaning: showed us 
the bewildering flurry of IKo calmly under a case 
and in a microcosm. Without them and their 
eternal dreaming wo should hurry on as the Phil- 
istine docs, seeint; everythins and understanding 
nothing. The phllistlne is disttncUy to be pitied.

Shows Relation of 
Physics to Biology 

(Continued from Page One) 
In solutions or "sols" of these sub 
«tancer, tremendous surface-tension 
effects are found on their surfaces, 
pressures as high as 3700 atmospheres 
having bfen obscivcti. 

It Is found that the particles of col- 
loids In suspension aro electrically 
charged. Consequently, when a charged 
electrode Is placed in the solution, it 
either attracts or repels the colloid 
particles, depending on tl.n polarity o( 
tho charges. Also, the presence of 
Ions [charged atoms or radlcleaj of an 
electrolyte, In .x colloid sol will, by 
destroying tho Insulating power of the 
medium, cause tho colloid to come out 
of solution. Deltas at the mouths of 
rivers leading to the sea are probably 
duo to the latter effect, for colloidal 
clay particles in the fresh river water 
aro deposited when they reach the salt 
electrolyte-bearing water of the ocean. 

Tho Investigation of viruses and of 
extremely small bacteria has been 
grcaUy facilitated by recognition of 
tho above principles. .Most virus cult- 
ures arc colloidal In nature, and hence 
defy filtration by ordinary meiho4». 
But, by charging the filter appro- 
priately, tho virus may be made to 
adhero strongly to tho wall of the 
filter, giving a clear solution as fil- 
trate. 

It has been ascertained that most 
plants are negatively charged. Most of 
tho Insecticides etc., tha' are sprayed 
upon plants, are also negatively 
chaiBcd. Thus, by an elementary rule 
of physics, the spray particles ^-111 be 
repelled away from the plant, and the 
first shower will wash them off. How- 
ever, by adding an cvcess of Iron, cay. 
to a ferrous arsenate spray, the spray 
may bo made to assumo a positive 
charge.

Two Comniiiiil.st leadera In -Montreal, 
Mr. A. E. Smith and Miss Bella Gor- 
don, ore known to Mr. Forsey. Mr. 
Smith was formerly a Methodist min- 
ister, and Miss Gordon a' social work- 
er. These people are far from violent, 
ho stated. Ho added that the police, 
by their action aro giving excellent 
advertising to th'j Communists, and 
every demon.stratlon on the police's 
part gives the Communist agitators 
one more chance to soy, "I told you 
so."

(Continued from Pago One) 
time, nil tho men worked nt mixing 
tho clay, then tiiey all <lcs:Bncd the 
ware.s, and then the whole staff work- 
ed together firing tho articles. 
Wedgeweod's New System 

As soon as he employed enough men 
lo make the plan feasible, AVcdgewood 
changed this system, and Introduced 
Into tlio iiottery tnirtc, the system of 
division of labour, lie picked out tho 
licHt thrower.'', and they concentrated 
on throwing. The best designers, whom 
ho himself often coached, specialised 
In designing. He systcmatlsed the 
work, nnd by his extensive expcr- 
imcnlH, he introduced new colours and 
new methods of design. 

Ho decided to' Improve llic form of 
bis wares and he took his designs from 
iNotural History,. of which ho was very 
fond. He would take such prosaic ob- 
jccts as a cauliflower or a pineapple, 
and turn them into beautiful vases, 
Jugs, and tea-pots. 

Improved Colours 

After many experiments he prefect- 
ed a white clay, which has scarcely 
been improved upon even today. So 
successful was this, that Queen Char- 
lotte ordered a teafSet, and, later, a 
dinner service. This" order was execut- 
ed, and Wedgewood changed tho name 
of his white clay from "Cream Ware" 
to "<5uccn Ware". Som. time later, 
Katherine II of Russia ordered o 
complete dinner set for 50 people, 
which included !)52 plecep. Every piece 
was to have on it a different view of 
English scenery. It was completed 
only after ho had travelled all over 
England In search of views, and after 
the greatest English artists of the 
lime had worked on the set. 

He discovered, soon after this, a 
smooth-surfaced, black-burning clay, 
with which ho made a variety of use- 
ful and ornamental wares. This ware 
was practically indestructible, and was 
used for copying cameos, etc.

Conip.nny. A larK'-- volume of standard- 
ized goods aro liandlcd tiirough the 
medium of chain stores. The most 
popular styles aro produced In vast 
quantities on the model 'stock plan, 
while tho "bargain basement has be- 
come the joy of the house' wife. "The 
subject has greatly Interested tnc" he 
concluded "and I have come to real- 
ise the romance entailed in tho pro- 
duction of a pair of corsctsl" 
Salaa "Coita .Trebled 

"In the past thirty ye.ars, the cost 
of marketing has trebled, while that 
of manufacturing lias dccrcasoil by 
ono fifth". This elatemont formed the 
lirisis of Goodman's paper, in which ho 
discussed advertising, chain stores, 
and Instalment selling. Today the 
cost of manufacture bears little con- 
nection to selling price, advertising 
interferes. ■This i)oint was exemplified 
by tlie fact that ".Murine" cost $1.'J8 
per gallon to buy, while boracic and 
water can be mixed up for 3c. 

Of the two types of advertising out- 
lined, informative advertisements, 
stating the goods in stock, may bo 
said to benefit tho public; while the 
more widely used competitive adds 
are but so much money Io.<ii. Tho 
object of advertising is to take an 
article out of competition with othcrt', 
and not to show its relative merits. It 
may result in .a monopoly, or in a 
neutralization of demand benefits no 
one. 

Chain Stores Inevitable 

"CiKiiii Htorefi" continued the 
.speaker" iuo liie oulconio oC natural 
economic forces". Only certain classes 
of standardised goods moy be suc- 
cessfully sold by this method, and 
style wares will continue to be stock- 
ed by small' stores. Tiio .-iaving in ad- 
vcrtLilng resulting from tliein, are 
partially offset by tho fact that tlio 
economlu incentive is taken away 
from tlio personnel. 

Instalment selling is tlio most recent 
development in the extension of credit, 
that Is, it has finally reached tlie con- 
sumer. Goodman Justified thl.s devel- 
opment by considering goods such as 
a suit, a plnno or a car "consumer 
capital", which was -to bo paid fur 
over the 2, .3, or G years in which it 
was giving enjoyment to llio consum- 
er. Tiio fact Hint the future of tiio 
public was inortgnged to some extent 
would certainly tend to Inten.sify the 
periods of prosperity and depression 
in the business cycle.
